IMPOSING PARADE TO-DAY. 


WILL KEMMLEFt BE “ ELECTRIFIED?” 


J u d g e D ay P ays th e E ffect o f E le c tric ity 
M u st be In v e s tig a te d . 
By Telegraph to The Freeman. 
A u b u r n , N. Y „ June 2 i —Bourke Coek- 
ran, of Ncw-York City, who has been re­ 
tained by some unknown parties to defend 
Murderer Kemmler, arrived in the City on 
the early train over the New'-York Central 
Road this morning, prepared to plead for tiie 
murderer before Judge Day. 
Mr. Cockran 
went at once to the prison and shook hands 
with Warden Durston. Later they were joined 
at the prison by George T. Quimby, District 
Attorney of Erie County, and Citarles 8. 
Hatch, the lawyer who defended Kemmler 
in liis trial at Buffalo. 
Mr. Quimby and Mr. 
Hatch arrived in the City on the 11:65 train 
last night and registered at the Osborne 
House. 
Warden Durston took the legal 
gentlemen through the prison. 
The hearing 
opened before Judge Day soon after 11 
o’clock. 
Attorney General Tabor arrived at 10:40, 
and went at once to the office of District At­ 
torney Rich. 
Air. Cockran, District Attor­ 
ney Quimbi and Ivemmler’s counsel, Mr. 
Hatch, agreed while at the prison to go on 
witli the hearing witiiout Kemmler’s pres­ 
ence. 
They all, however, went down and 
saw the condemned man just before leaving 
the prison at 11 o’clock. 
Judge Dav took his seat on the bcucli at 
11:45 o’clock and annouuced that he was 
ready. 
Besides the lawyers interested in the 
case, there were present a large number of 
Auburn lawyers, who had a desire to bear 
the eloquent Bourke Cockran plead for 
Kemmler. 
They heard an eloquent plea, iu 
which the commission of experts who re­ 
ported in favor of killing criminals by elec­ 
tricity was held up to ridicule. 
Mr. Cockran opened by saying: “This is a 
return of Hie writ of habeas corpus granted at 
Buffalo by Justice Dwight, commanding 
Charles F. Durston, the Agent and Warden 
of Auburn Prison to produce the body of 
William Kemmler. 
We do not dispute the 
conviction of the petitioner, but we dispute 
the legality of the sentence upon the ground 
that the punishment is cruel and that while 
it might not icsult in death, it certainly 
would result in torture. 
We ask for his dis­ 
charge. 
We have agreed to go ou witli the 
heaiing without the presence of the petition­ 
er.” 
Mr. Cockran then filed the papers with 
the 
Court 
and 
after 
the 
appear­ 
ances 
had 
been 
noted 
by 
Steno­ 
grapher 
Tallmau, 
Mr. 
Cockran 
ad 
dressed the Court for an hour, Among other 
things which Mr. Cockran said were the fol­ 
lowing: “ I am well within the bounds of ac­ 
curacy when I say that this proceeding is 
without precedent in this country. The Con­ 
stitution forbids the infliction of cruel and 
unusual 
punishment 
and 
no 
State 
Legislature 
has 
the 
right 
to 
inflict 
any 
punishment 
not 
within 
the 
meaning 
of

Constitution. 
Torture 
has beet) inflicted in the name of Justice in 
various countries of the world, but it re 
mained for this State to provide a new and 
unusual torture as a punishment for criminals 
who have forfeited their lives. 
The rack 
and tliumb-screw and various other con­ 
trivances for torturing the human body were 
used in the earlier ages to extort confession 
from suspected persons and never as a pun­ 
ishment for crime. 
When the suspected 
person confessed he had the privilege of hav­ 
ing his life taken expeditiously.

Buckingham,

asked that 
his hand

was established that the right to inflict tor­ 
tura had no place in the system of English 
jurisprudence.”

Hov ey, of Indiana, has been urged to issue a 
p roclamation announcing that 5,262 strikers in that 
Btatc are in want. Such a p roclamation would he 
useless, as the Gov ernor has no authority to order 
the strikers back to 
veo rk.-Hin gh arn to n Kep u bli 
can . 
The country is being reminded daily, in 
one form or another, that the striking miners 
and their families in the Braidwood coal re­ 
gions are starv ing. 
This means, of course, 
that the heart of benev olence is ex p ected to 
be touched, and begin a bountiful out p our­ 
ing of money aod sup p lies. 
The American 
p eop le hav e shown themselv es so sensitiv e to 
the cry of suffering, from whatev er quarter 
it is heard, that these men who refuse to 
work are hop eful that if they p ersist until 
their families begin to starv e, the symp athy 
of the p eop le will enrich them. 
But the tax which has been p aid to suffer­ 
ing in the last month isaliout $4,000,(H)0. 
It 
has 
gone 
chiefly 
to 
Johnstown 
and 
Seattle, 
though 
smaller 
streams 
hav e 
p oured 
into 
the 
other desolated 
sec­ 
tions 
of 
Pennsylv ania, 
Southern 
New York, Maryland. Virginia and w herev er 
fire or flood wrought hav oc and death. 
But 
there is a p oint at which charity must draw 
the line. 
It cannot undertake to p rov ide for 
those who are offered w ork but refuse it. and 
this ought to be understood as the united 
sense and determination of the p eop le. True> 
their wages may be so small as to make the 
conditions of life hard, but it is nev ertheless 
their first duty to w ork and earn them. Then, 
if p ublic op inion fails to make an imp ression 
up on the hearts of their emp loyers, and they 
begin to starv e in sp ite of a judicious use of 
their wages, an announcement from the Gov 
ernor of their state would without doubt la 
answered by suScient contributions to lift 
them abov e starv ation or any form of suffer 
ing. 
But these miners are chiefly Europ eans, 
who hav e come to this country to better 
their condition. 
Their labor is of the coar 
est and cheap est quality, requiring no other 
skill than the p atient and industrious ex ercise 
of p hysical strength. 
Ev en at the lowest 
wages p aid in the United States they are bet­ 
ter p aid than they were at home. 
But they 
hav e come in such numbers that there is not 
emp lov ment for all, and whether there is an 
equal div ision among them of the scant em ­ 
p loyment p rov ided, each working p art of 
day, or whether a p ortion of them get all of 
the emp loyment and ttie rest of them none 
they can hardly hop e for as many comfort 
as their well-to-do neighbors engaged in more 
p rofitable occup ations. 
It is env y of con. 
ditions that they see around them—conditions 
that they nev er saw in their own country and 
which they can nev er hop e to reach here— 
that p romp ts these innumerable strikes ot 
foreign workmen against better wages than 
they ev er receiv ed or ev er were p aid for like 
labor outside of the United States. 
The 
country is p retty well adv ertised throughout 
Europ e as a p lace where great wages can be 
earned. 
But if this adv ertising fills the 
country with Europ eans for thousands of 
whom there is no work at all, they not only 
encounter disap p ointment and misery, but 
they cheap en, degrade and demoralize the 
labor which the country is p rep ared to su p ­ 
p ly in abundance for its own citizens. 
Gov . Hov ey cannot, under the laws of Il­ 
linois, order these strikers, who are courting 
starv ation as the surest means of touching 
the symp athies of 
the 
American 
p eo­ 
p le, 
to 
return to work. 
But it seems 
to 
be 
his 
duty 
to 
kindly 
adv ise 
them that they cannot reasonably ex p ect 
symp athy or help as long as they remain 
idle with the offer of emp loyment before 
them. 
The American idea is to work for 
what one can get. 
Said a Yankee father to 
his son by way of adv ice, as the latter was 
starting out for himself: “ W ork always. 
If 
you can’t get $2 take $1. 
If you can’t get 
♦1. take 50 cents or ev en a quarter. 
Make 
this your rule and always do a good day’s 
work, and you will nev er lack for emp loy­ 
ment at the best wages going.” 
It is a p oor 
sort of indep endence that p refers p aup erism 
to anything below a fix ed standard of wages.

Tho Prov idence Jo u rn al descrities the 
working of Prohibition in that state during 
the three years that it was in the constitution 
It was a failure from the beginning. 
A p ar 
tial closinc of the saloons took p ladfe when 
the law went into effect, hut the effect of this 
temp orary imp ulse lasted only a few weeks, 
while the usual dev ices of “ d u b rooms” and 
p laces of that sort were p ut in instant op era­ 
tion, and the multip lication of kitchen bars 
and low div es began which has continued to 
the p resent day. 
In less than three months 
the saloons were atrain doing business w ith 
op en doors and all the adv ertisements for 
custom ex cep t lettered signs, and they hav e 
steadily increased until there are more now in 
the cities and larger towns than in the days 
of license, while in no locality where it for­ 
merly ex isted has the sale of liquor been 
stop p ed. 
Not only did the great breweries 
keep right on with their manufacture, not 
stop p ing 
for 
ev en 
a single 
day, but 
by all 
outward signs 
they hav e done 
the 
most 
p rofitable 
business 
in 
their history. 
“ In short, the Prohibitory 
Amendment not only did nothing to stop the 
manufacture and sale of intox icating liquor 
in Rhode Island, but actually increased it, 
while at the same time making it more nox 
ious and dangerous by the lack of all regu ­ 
lation and restraint, and teaching contemp t 


of law by the sp ectacle of its op en v iola­ 
tion.” 
The J o urna l insists that the Legislature en 
dowed tbe amendment with amp le means for 
its enforcement. 
Not only was it reinforced 
by ex isting statutes amp ly sufficient for the 
enforcement of ordinary law, but a state p o­ 
lice was added. The result was a failure be­ 
cause in p laces where attemp ts were made to 
enforce the law with some v igor the p eop le 
either refused to re-elect the officers or the offi­ 
cers abandoned the attemp t. 
The adv ocates 
of the amendment were early driv en to the 
demand of new and ex traordinary statutes of 
an arbitrary and desp otic character, and the 
confession was made that under a system of 
ordinary Jaw and ju ry trial the amendment 
was a failure. 
The J o urna l thus ex p lains the 
re u lt of the recent election and its causes :

Tile country is being rcruindetl daily, iii 
one form or another, that the striking miners 
and their fam ilies in the Braidwood coal re 
gions are starving. 
T his m eans, o f course. 
that the heart of benevolence is expected to 
be touched, and begin a bountiful out {tour 
ing of m oney and supplies. 
T he Am erican 
people have shown them selves so sensitive to 
the cry o f suffering, from w hatever quarter 
it is heard, that these nu n w ho refuse to 
work an- hopeful that if they persist until 
their fam ilies begin to starve, the sym pathy 
o f the people will enrich them. 
But the tax which bas been paid to suffer­ 
ing in the last month is aliout .'*4.000,000. 
It 
has 
gone 
chit fly 
to 
Johnstow n 
and 
Seattle, 
though 
sm aller 
streams 
have 
poured 
into 
the 
tither 
desolated 
sec­ 
tions 
o f 
Pennsylvania, 
Southern 
N ew York, Maryland. V irginia and w herever 


lire or flood wrought havoc and death. 
But 
there is a point at which charity must draw 
the line. 
It cannot undertake to provide for 
those w ho are offered w ork but refuse it, anti 
this ought to lie u n d erso ld as the united 
sense and determination o f the people. True( 
their w ages may lie so sm all as to make the 
conditions o f life hard, but it is nevertheless 
their first duty to w ork and earn them . Then, 
if public opinion fails to make an impression 
upon the hearts of their em ployers, and they 
begin to starve in spite of a judicious use of 
their w ages, an announcem ent from the Gov­ 
ernor of their state w ould w ithout doubt la* 
answered by su flcien t contributions to lift 


them above starvation or any form o f suffer­ 
ing 
But these miners are chiefly Europeans, 
w ho have com e to this country to better 
their condition. 
Their labor is o f the coars­ 
est and cheapest quality, requiring no other 
skill than the patient and industrious exercise 
of physical strength. 
Even 
at the lowest 
wages paid in the U nited State's they are bet­ 
ter paid than they were at hom e. 
But they 
have com e in such num bers that there is not 
em ploym ent for all. and whether there is an 
equal division am ong them of the scant em 
ploym ent provided, ea^h w orking part of a 
day, or w hether a portion o f them get all of 
the em ploym ent ami the rest of them none, 
they can hardly hope for as many com forts 
as their well-to-do nei ghbors engaged in more 
profitable occupations. 
It is envy o f et n. 
Aition* that they sec around them —conditions 
that they never saw in their own country and 
w hich they can never hope to reach here— 
that prom pts these innum erable strikes of 
foreign workm en against better w ages than 
they ever received or ever were paid for like 
labor outside of the U nited 
States. 
The 
country is pretty well advertised throughout 
Europe as a place w here great wage* can lie 
earned. 
B ut if 
this advertising tills the 
country w ith Europeans 
fur thousands of 
whom there is no w ork at all, they not only 
encounter disappointm ent ami m isery, but 
they cheapen, degrade and dem oralize the 
Jailor which the country is prepared to suj 
ply in abundance for its ow n citizens. 
G ov. B ovey cannot, under the law s o f ll 
linois, order these strikers, w ho are courting 
starvation as the surest m eans o f touching 
the 
sym pathies 
o f 
the 
Am erican 
i*eo 
pie, 
to 
return 
to 
work. 
But it 
seems 
to 
be 
his 
duty 
to 
kindly 
advise 
them that they cannot reasonably expect 
sym pathy or help as long as they remain 
idle w ith the offer o f em ploym ent before 
them . 
T he Am erican idea is to w ork for 
what one can get. 
Said a Y ankee father to 
his son by w ay of advice, as the latter was 
starting out for him self: “ W ork alw ays. 
If 


you can’t get |2 take $1 
If you can’t ip 
♦I. take 50 cents or even a quarter. 
Make 
this your rule and alw ays do a good day’ 
work, and you will never lack for em ploy 
m ent at the best w ages g o in g .” 
It is a poor 
sort o f independence that prefers paupt ri*m 
to anything below a fixed standard o f wage* 


IT DI DICT PROHIBIT IS RHODE ISL A SD. 


T ho Providence 
Jou rn al describes the 
w orking o f Prohibition in that state during 
the three years that it was in the constitution 
It w as a failure from the beginning. 
A par 
tial closin g of the saloons took p laA w in 
the law w ent into effect, but the effect of thi 
tem porary im pulse lasted only a few w eek s 
w hile the usual devices o f “ club room s’’ and 
places o f that sort were put in instant opera 
tion, and the m ultiplication of kitchen bars 
and low dives began w hich has continued to 
the present day. 
In less than three m onths 
the saloons were again doing business with 
open doors and all the advertisem ents for 
custom except lettered signs, and th ey have 


steadily increased until there are more now in 
the cities and larger tow ns than in the dayi 
o f license, w hile in no locality where it for­ 
m erly existed has the sale of liquor l>een 
stopped. 
N ot only did the great breweries 
keep right on w ith their m anufacture, not 
stopping 
for 
even 
a 
single 
day, 
but 
by 
all 
outward 
gigas 
they 
have 
done 
the 
m ost 
profitable 
business 
in 
their history. 
“ In short, 
the Prohibitory 
A m endm ent not only did nothing to stop the 
m anufacture and sale of intoxicating liquor 
in Bhode Island, but actually increased it, 
w hile at the same tim e m aking it more nox­ 
ious and dangerous by the lack o f all regu 
lation and restraint, and teaching contem pt 
o f law by the spectacle o f its opeu viola­ 
tion .” 
T he Jou rn al insists that the Legislature en 
dowod the am endm ent w ith am ple m eans for 
its enforcem ent. 
N ot on ly was it reinforced 
by existin g statutes am ply sufficient for the 
enforcem ent o f ordinary law , but a state po 
lice was added. 
T h e result was a failure be­ 
cause in places where attem pts were made to 
en force th* law with som e vigor the people 


either refused to re-elect the officers or the offi 
c e n abandoned the attem pt. 
T he advocates 
o f the am endm ent w ere early driven to the 
dem and o f new and extraordinary statutes o f 
an arbitrary and despotic character, and the 
confession w as made that under a system of 
ordinary Jaw and ju ry trial the am endm ent 
w as a failure. 
T he J o u rn a l thus explains the 
result o f the recent election and its cause.*:

their intelligence ami fairness amt injured their own 
cause. 
Unquestionably the more reputable por­ 
tion of the liquor dealers h are desired the security 
and legality of a license, and worked for it after 
th**ir fashion, not alw ays intelligent or honorable. 
It is also true that the m ore dial* putable class, the 
keepers of kitchen bar-rooms and the low dives 
have preferred the Prohibitory law, w hich gave 
them practical im m unity without expense, and 
used w hat votes and influence they had in favor of 
its 
retention. 
But 
the 
movement 
for 
the 
repeal 
of 
the 
Prohibitory 
A m end­ 
m ent originated with 
reputable citizens, 
who 
did not believe in the principle and saw that the 
practice w as mischievous, and the result bas come 
from the sober and intelligent judgm ent of the great 
m ass of the honest and honorable citizens of Rhode 
Island. 
Tiler*- have lieen features in the cam paign 
repugnant to their judgm ent and feeling, and the 
m anagem ent of the liquor deal rs has been os dis­ 
tasteful as the Inteuqieranee of many of the pro­ 
hibitory orators 
As for the election Itself, it was a 
fair expression of the popular will. 


Tin* Journal finds upon the statute Itook* 
a mass o f law intended for the prohibition of 
the m anufacture and sale of liquor w hich has 
becom e a dead letter. 
It accordingly advisi* 
a special session of the Legislature, anti the 
enactm ent o f a license law with local option. 
“ H igh license,” it says in closing, “ has been 
successful in many parts o f the country, and 
m ay w ell la* tried here under the restraints of 
practical 
judgm ent. 
U nder any circum ­ 
stances tile* condition o f things cannot be 


worse than it bas I teen for the past three 
years.”

SOT A CASE FOR CHARITY. 


G o t. Hovey, of Indiana, has b een urged to issue a 
proclam ation announcing th a t 5.262 strikers in th at 
state are in want. Such a proclam ation would be 
useless, as the Governor h as no authority to order 
th e strikers b ack to work. — B ingham ton Kepubli 
can. 
The country is being reminded daily, in 
one form or another, that the striking miners 
and their families in the Braid wood coal re­ 
gions are starving. 
This means, of course, 
that the heart of benevolence is expected to 
be touched, and begin a bountiful out pour­ 
ing of money and supplies. 
The American 
people have shown themselves so sensitive to 
the cry of suffering, from whatever quarter 
it is heard, that these men who refuse to 
work are hopeful that if they persist until 
their families begin to starve, the sympathy 
of the people will enrich them. 
But the tax which has been paid to suffer­ 
ing in the last month isaliout $4,000,000. 
It 
has 
gone 
chiefly 
to 
Johnstown 
and 
Seattle, 
though 
smaller 
streams 
have 
poured 
into 
the 
other desolated 
sec­ 
tions 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
Southern 
New York, Maryland, Virginia and wherever 
fire or flood wrought havoc and death. 
But 
there is a point at which charity must draw 
the line. 
It cannot undertake to provide for 
those who are offered work but refuse it, and 
this ought to be understood as the united 
sense and determination of the people. Truef 
their wages may be so small as to make the 
conditions of life hard, but it is nevertheless 
their first duty to w ork and earn them. Then, 
if public opinion fails to make an impression 
upon the hearts of their employers, and they 
begin to starve in spite of a judicious use of 
their wages, an announcement from the Gov­ 
ernor of their state would w ithout doubt be 
answered by sufficient contributions to lift 
them above starvation or any form of suffer­ 
ing. 
But these miners are chiefly Europeans, 
who have come to this country to better 
their condition. 
Their labor is of the coars­ 
est and cheapest quality, requiring no other 
skill than the patient and industrious exercise 
of physical strength. 
Even at the lowest 
wages paid in the United States they are bet 
ter paid than they were at home. 
But they 
have come in such numliers that there is not 
employment for all. and whether there is an 
equal division among them of the scant era 
ployment provided, each working part of ¡ 
day, or whether a portion of them get all of 
the employment and ttie rest of them none, 
they can hardly hope for as many comforts 
as their well-to do neighbors engaged in more 
profitable occupations. 
It is envy of con. 
ditions that they sec around them—conditions 
that they' never saw in their own country and 
which they can never hope to reach here— 
that prompts these innumerable strikes ot 
foreign workmen against better wages than 
they ever received or ever were paid for like 
labor outside of the United States. 
The 
couutry is pretty well advertised throughout 
Europe as a place where great wages can be 
earned. 
But if this advertising fills the 
country with Europeans for thousands of 
whom there is no work at all, they not only 
encounter disappointment and misery, but 
they cheapen, degrade and demoralize the 
labor which the country is prepared to sup 
ply in abundance for its own citizens. ■ 
Gov. Hovey cannot, under the laws of Il­ 
linois, order these strikers, w ho are courting 
starvation as the surest means of touching 
the sympathies of 
the American peo 
pie, 
to return to 
work. 
But it seems 
to 
be 
his 
duty 
to 
kindly 
advise 
them that they cannot reasonably expect 
sympathy or help as long as they remain 
idle with the offer of employment before 
them. 
The American idea is to work for 
what one can get. 
Said a Yankee father to 
his son by way of advice, as the latter was 
starting out for himself: “ Work always. 
If 
you can’t get $2 take $1. 
If you can’t ge t 
$1. take 50 cents or even a quarter. 
Make 
this your rule and always do a good day’s 
work, and you will never lack for employ­ 
ment at the best wages going.” 
It is a poor 
sort of independence that prefers pauperism 
to anything below a fixed standard of wages.

their intelligence anil fairness and injured their own 
cause. Unquestionably the more reputable por­ 
tion of the liquor dealers have desired the security 
and legality of a license, and worked for it after 
th eir fashion, not alw ays intelligent or honorable. 
It is also true that the m ore disrt putable class, the 
keepers of kitchen bar-rooms and the low dives 
have preferred the Prohibitory law, which gave 
them practical im m unity without expense, and 
used w hat votes and influence they had in favor of

Prohibitory 
Amend­ 
m ent originated w ith 
reputable citizens, who 
did not believe in the principle and saw that the 
practice w as mischievous, and the result has come 
from the sober and intelligent judgm ent of the great 
m ass of the honest and honorable citizens of Rhode 
Island. There have been features in the cam paign 
repugnant to their judgm ent and feeling, and the 
m anagem ent of the liquor de&l- rs has been as dis­ 
tasteful as the intem perance of many of the pro­ 
hibitory orators 
As for the elec'ion itself, it w as a 
fair expression of the popular will. 
The Journal finds upon the statute books 
a mass of law intended for the prohibition of 
the manufacture and sale of liquor which has 
become a dead letter. 
It accordingly advises 
a special session of the Legislature, and the 
enactment of a license law with local option. 
High license,” it says in closing, “ has been 
successful in many parts of the country, and 
may well be tried here under the restraints of 
practical judgment. 
Under any circum­ 
stances the condition of things cannot be 
worse than it has been for the past three 
vears.”

HILL’S CONNECTICUT CAMPAIGN. 


The sapient Cooperstown Journal comes to 
the rescue of Gov. Hill from the damaging 
accusation of the St. Louis Republic that he 
cut Cleveland's throat.

claims that it sets up for him: 
Not only is it untrue th at Governor Hill was w.ll- 
ing to witness the defeat of President Cleveland, 
but it is tru e that he did w hat he could to carry 
New Y'ork and Indiana for him ; and he saved Con­ 
necticut for the Democracy.

The Providence 
Journal describes the 
working of Prohibition in that state during 
the three years that it was in the constitution. 
It was a failure from the beginning. 
A par 
tial closing of the saloons took pladfc when 
the law went into effect, hut the effect of this 
temporary impulse lasted only a few weeks, 
while the usual devices of “club rooms” and 
places of that sort were put iu instant opera­ 
tion, and the multiplication of kitchen bars 
and low dives began which has continued to 
the present day. 
In less than three months 
the saloons were again doing business with 
open doors and all the advertisements for 
custom except lettered signs, and they nave 
steadily increased until there are more now in 
the cities aud larger towns than in the days 
of license, while in no locality where it for­ 
merly existed has the sale of liquor been 
stopped. 
Not only did the great breweries 
keep right on with their manufacture, not 
stopping 
for 
even 
a single 
day, but 
by all outward signs they have done 
the 
most 
profitable 
business 
in 
their history. 
“ In short, the Prohibitory 
Amendment not only did nothing to stop the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquor 
in Rhode Island, but actually increased it, 
while at the same time making it more nox­ 
ious and dangerous by the lack of all regu­ 
lation and restraint, and teaching contempt 
of law by the spectacle of its open viola­ 
tion.” 
The Journal insists that the Legislature en 
dowed the amendment with ample means for 
its enforcement. 
Not only was it reinforced 
by existing statutes amply sufficient for the 
enforcement of ordinary law, but a state po­ 
lice was added. 
The result was a failure be­ 
cause in places where attempts were made to 
enforce the law with some vigor the people 
either refused to re-elect the officers or the offi­ 
cers abandoned the attempt. The advocates 
of the amendment were early driven to the 
demand of new and extraordinary statutes of 
an arbitrary and despotic character, and the 
confession was made that under a system of 
ordinary law and jury trial the amendment 
was a failure. 
The Journal thus explains the 
re:-ult of the recent election and its causes : 


I t i* no wonder th at a fter three years of such ex­ 
perience the people of Rhode Island have seen their 
m istake and repealed the law. To talk about the 
m ovem ent as being the result of a conspiracy of the 
liquor dealers, who m ade unwitting dupes of nearly 
four-firths of the ci izens of Rhode Island of m ature 
ace. is a piece of the intem perance of the advocates 
of Prohibition, which h as brought discredit upon

affecting their own welfare, regardless of 
party feeling of any kind.—Providence Jour­ 
nal. 
Governor Hill’s consistency as a Democrat 
and inconsistency as a public servant is illus­ 
trated in his treatment of two items in the 
Supply Bill. 
One was for Colonel George 
Bliss, Republican, as counsel of the Sugar 
Trust Committee. 
The other was for Gen­ 
eral Roger A. Pryor, Democrat, as counsel 
for the Sugar Trust Committee. 
The Gov­ 
ernor refused “ sugar” to Colonel Bliss, but 
cheerfully ladled out what the Legislature set 
aside for General Pryor. 
Thus peanut poli­ 
tics are again vindicated.—New York Graphic. 
We regret to hear of the battle that was 
fought on Sunday between the Hungarian 
and the colored laborers at Haverstraw, and 
of the refusal of the former to permit the lat­ 
ter to enjoy their right to work. 
The Huns 
in this country arc new comers; the colored 
people have lived here for generations. 
Tlie 
Huns must not be allowed to override their 
colored rivals in the field of labor, or to de­ 
prive them of the most important right that 
belongs to mankind. 
They must be taught a 
lesson about this matter that it is necessary 
for them to learn when they take up their 
quarters among us. 
The Sheriff will give 
them that lesson at Haverstraw.—Xcw York 
Sun. 


It seems strange that any action of Gover­ 
nor Hill should cause pain to the excise com­ 
missioners of Albany, but such is the fact. 
Besides costing the county of Albany $90,- 
000. the veto of the Vedder bill snatched 
from the grasp of the commissioners a weapou 
which, they say, they would have used with 
effect against the 450 liquor sellers, who are 
to-day selling illegally in the city of Albany.

An examination of the women factory in­ 
spectors’ hill and the Capitol appropriation 
bill shows that thcv were both “ Approved 
June 15, 1889, D. B. Hill.” The approval 
was imperfectly erased with acid, but it 
stands out plainly enough to swear by. 
There are interesting questions about these 
bills. 
Did they become laws when the Gov­ 
ernor approved and signed them? Is there 
any way to repeal a law after the Governor’s 
signature is attached to it, except by the con­ 
stitutional legislative process? 
Did the Gov­ 
ernor’s vetoes of these bills, after signing 
them, prevent them from becoming laws? It 
is not likely that the legality of the repealing 
of those laws by Governor Hill will ever be 
tested, but if they were bills of vital import­ 
ance his monkeying with them after they be­ 
came laws would lie very good grounds for 
testing their validity, and probably very good 
reasons for impeaching the Governor.

Professor William D. Wliilney, distin­ 
guished Professor of Yale, Was honored with 
the degree of LL.D. at the recent commence­ 
ment of the University of Edinburgh. 
The 
same degree had already been conferred by 
St. Andrew and Harvard Universities, by 
A\ illiams College, his alma mater, and W il­ 
liam and Mary College. 
Professor Taylor, of 
the Faculty of Divinity at Edinburg, in pre­ 
senting Professor W hitney’s name to the 
Chancellor of the University, said: “ D uring 
the last 30 years he lias been one of the m aster 
spirits 
of 
the 
American 
Oriental 
Society, 
having 
been 
for 
several 
years 
its 
corresponding 
Secretary 
and 
latterly it3 President; 
and in the journal 
of that society he lias published a translation 
of an astronomical work termed the Surya 
Siddhanta, the text and a translation ot two 
Yedic grammatical works,an Index Verborum 
to the Atharva-Vcda, and other im portant 
works 
lie is also the author of an excellent 
Sanskrit grammar, treating of the language 
its historical development, and supple­ 
mented by an im portant catalogue of all gen­ 
uine Sanskrit roots. 
Among bis other works 
must be mentioned the 
‘ Language 
and 
the Study of Languages,’ tLie 
' Life and 
Growth of Language,’ the ‘ Essentials of En- 
lish Grammar,’ and his collected ‘ Oriental 
and Linguistic Studies.’ 
Nor has lie dis­ 
dained less recondite subjects; for lie lias also 
published a German grammar and German 
reader, two admirable works of their kind. 
It is mainly to Professor Whitney’s unweary­ 
ing labors a s a teacher and an author that 
America is indebted for the flourishing school 
of Oriental philology in which he is facile 
princeps, and on those grounds he was in­ 
vited to become one of our tercentenary hon- 
ory graduates. 
1 have now the honor of re­ 
questing that the degree be conferred upon 
him in his absence.” 
Austria is in favor of peace in Europe. 
A 
cahle'mcssage states that Emperor Francis 
Joseph, in receiving delegations the other 
day, said that A ustria’s foreign relations and 
general foreign policy were unchanged and 
that it was in full agreement with its ally. 
The Government, he said, was doing its u t­ 
most to insure the peaceful development of 
the European situation, which was still un­ 
safe. 
He hopeiPthc blessings of peace would 
be maintained, notwithstanding the fact that 
armaments were everywhere being increased. 
It was this increase of armaments that com­ 
pelled Austria not to halt in the work of com­ 
pleting means of defense. 
Regarding Servia, 
the Emperor said that Milan’s regretable ac­ 
tion had given power, during the minority of 
his son, to a Recency. 
The Government had 
received from the Regents formal assurances 
that friendly relations with Austria would lie 
maintained, 
lie continued: 
“ I wish the 
same, and hope that the wisdom and patriot­ 
ism of the Servians will protect Servia from 
serious dangers. 
I rejoice that order and 
peace reign in Bulgaria and am pleased at 
her continual progress in spite of the diflicult 
situation.” 
The Emperor closed by saying 
that the special credits asked would be de­ 
voted to strengthening the army. 
Dr. Charles W aldstein, having accepted 
the appointment of Director of the American 
School at Athens, has intimated his willing­ 
ness to resign the curatorship of the Fitzwil- 
liam Museum at Cambridge, England. 
At 
the same time he will retain the university 
readership in classical archaeology, obtaining 
leave to spend Lent term for the next three 
years in Greece. 
Burlington, N. J.. is excited over the first 
case of prosecution by the Board of Health 
against a citizen for allowing wash w ater to 
run over a sidewalk. 
George Rossell is the

A bill passed by the last Leg islature, which 
has become a law, makes a material chang e 
in the practice of Justices’ Courts, and it is 
important that Town Clerks and Justices of 
the Peace should acq uaint themselves with 
its provisions. 
It req uires each Town Clerk, 
under a penalty of $ 10 for neg lect to do so, 
to deliver, within 10 days from the passag e 
of the bill, to each Justice of the Peace in 
the town a list of the last petit jury of the 
town tiled in the Town Clerk’s office, and 
such Justice is req uired to write each such 
name of the said jury on a separate slip of 
paper, and place all such names in a box, and 
any person who shall thereafter in civil cases 
demand a jury trial shall at the time of the 
joinder of issue demand it or he shall have 
waived the rig ht to call a jury. 
The Justice 
shall, when a jury is demanded in the pres­ 
ence of both parties or their attorneys, draw 
12 names from the l>ox containing such names 
and insert the names so drawn in a venire 
commanding the Constable to summon such 
persons, and from the 12 persons so sum­ 
moned six shall be drawn bv inserting all 
their names in a box and drawing therefrom 
as is now done in Justices’ Court. 
The act 
further provides, in case of neg lect of any 
person so summoned as a juror to appear, the 
Justice shall impose a tine upon such default­ 
ing juror. 
The Xe ir-Yoik lim a , in commenting edi­ 
torially on the proceeding s of the hitate As­ 
sessors in this City and later on in Poug h­ 
keepsie says: 
The S tate Assessors, in th e ir pilg rim ag e throug h 
th e ceunties, are finding th a t the local assessm ents 
of pro p erty for taxation are very uneq ual. 
Thoug h 
th e Assessors have sworn to assess property at its 
ac tual value, they do nut scruple to adm it th a t they 
assess it in some cases as low as half its value or 
even less. The result is g reat ineq uality am ong dif­ 
ferent tow ns in the sam e county. The injustice oc­ 
casioned by this dereliction of duty is evident. 
The 
am o unt to he raised by taxatio n is lixed, and no re­ 
duction of assessm ents can chang e it. 
If all prop 
e rty w ere assessed at its foil value, or even at a uni 
form ratio to its value, th e taxes would be eq uitably 
apportioned, the rati* alone being affected by the a s­ 
sessm ent, but where th e assessm ent is at the full 
value in one town and h alf its value in another, 
th ere is an ineq uality in th e taxation so far as it is 
for county purposes. 
( >ne town shifts a p art of its 
b urden upon another. 
1' is just as m uch an injus­ 
tice as ineq uality of assessm ent am ong counties so 
fa r as the tax for State purposes is affected, or ine­ 
q uality am ong individual propcrty-ow ners so fa r as 
local burdens arc concerned.

D e d ic a te d o n th e B a ttle -V Ield at O etty s- 
Itnrg, P a ., T o -D a y —T h e E x er cises. 
[Special to The Freem an.] 
G e t t y s b u r g , Pa.. June 25. —T he speciul 
train containing members of the On« * Hun­ 
dred and Twentieth Reg imental Union and 
their friends, 145 strong , arrived here yester 
day afternoon, at an hour so early the veter­ 
ans were enabled to visit a portion of the bat­ 
tle line l>efore dark. 
Tp day an extended 
trip was made over the g round covered in the 
three days’ battle. 
The monument was dedicated at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon with appropriate ceremonies. 
The exercises were as follows: Prayer, by 
the Rev Andrew ¡Schriver; address by Gen­ 
eral Georg e H. Sharpe; poem by Carleton, 
read by Eg bert Lewis, ex-President of the 
Reg imental Union. 
The monument was re 
ceived on behalf of Ncw-York State by Gen­ 
eral Henry W. Slocum, of New-York State 
Battlefield Association.

It requires each Town Clerk, 
under a penalty of itll) for neglect to do so, 
to deliver, w ithin IU days from the passage 
of the Li ll, to each Justice of the Peace in 
the town a list of the last petit jury of the 
town tiled in the Town C lerk’s office, and 
such Justice is required to w rite each such 
nam e of the said jury on a separate slip of 
paper, and place all such names in a !>ox, and 
any person who shall thereafter in civil cases 
dem and a jury trial shall at the tim e of the 
joinder of issue dem and it or he shall have 
waived the right to call a jury. 
T he Justice 
shall, w hen a jury is dem anded in the pres­ 
ence of both parties or their attorneys, draw 
12 names from the !»oxcontaining such names 
and insert the names so draw n in a venire 
com m anding the Constable to sum m on such 
persons, and from the 12 jhtsoiis so .sum­ 
moned six shall Is* drawn bv Inserting ail 
their names in a Im>x and draw ing therefrom 
as Is now done in Ju stices'C o u rt. 
The act 
further provides, in case of neglect of any 
person so summoned as a juror to appear, the 
Justice shall impose a tine upon such default­ 
ing juror.

A bill passed by the last Legislature, which 
has become a law, m akes a m aterial change 
in the practice of Justices’ Courts, and it is 
im portant that T ow n Clerks and Justices of 
the Peace should acquaint themselves with 
its provisions. 
It requires each Town Clerk, 
under a penalty of $10 for neglect to do so, 
to deliver, w ithin 10 days from the passage 
of the bill, to each Justice of the Peace in 
the town a list of the last petit jury of the 
town tiled in tbe Town Clerk’s office, and 
such Justice is required to write each such 
name of the said jury on a separate slip of 
paper, and place all such names in a box, and 
any person who shall thereafter in civil cases 
demand a jury trial shall at tbe tim e of the 
joinder of issue dem and it or he shall have 
waived the right to call a jury. 
The Justice 
shall, when a jury is dem anded in tire pres­ 
ence of both parties or their attorneys, draw 
12 names from the box containing such names 
and insert the names so drawn iu a venire 
commanding the Constable to summon such 
persons, and from the 12 persons so sum ­ 
moned six shall be drawn bv inserting all 
their names in a box and drawing therefrom 
as is now done in Justices’ Court. 
The act 
further provides, in case of neglect of any 
person so summoned as a juror to appear, the 
Justice shall impose a tine upon such default­ 
ing juror. 
The N ew-Yoik lime*, in com m enting edi­ 
torially on the proceedings of the hffiite As­ 
sessors in this City and later on in Pough­ 
keepsie says: 
The State Assessors, in their pilgrimage through 
the counties, are finding that the local assessments 
of property for taxation are very unequal. Though 
the Assessors have sworn to assess property at its 
actual value, they do nut scruple to admit that they 
assess it in some cases as low as half its value or 
even less. The result is great inequality among dif­ 
ferent towns in the same county. The injustice oc­ 
casioned by this dereliction of duty is evident. The 
amount to be raised by taxation is fixed, ami no re 
duction of assessments can change it. If all prop 
erty were assessed at its full value, or even at a uni­ 
form ratio to its value, the taxes would Ik- equitably 
apportioned, the rate alone being affected by the as­ 
sessment, but where the assessment is at the ful! 
value in one town and half its value iu another, 
there is an inequality in the taxation so far as it is 
for county pur|>oses. One town shifts u part of its 
burden upon another. It is just as much an injus­ 
tice as inequality of assessment among counties so 
far as tbe tax for State purposes is affected, or ine­ 
quality among individual property-owners so far as 
local burdens are concerned.

THE 120TH REGIMENT MONUMENT 


D ed ica ted on th e B a ttle -F ie ld a t G ettys­ 
b urg, P a ., T o -D a y —T h e E xercise*. 
[Special to The Freeman.] 
G e tty s b u r g , Pa.. June 25.—.The special 
train containing members of the One H un­ 
dred and Twentieth Regimental Union and 
their friends, 145 strong, arrived here yesler 
day afternoon, at an hour so early the veter­ 
ans were enabled to visit a portion of tbe bat­ 
tle line before dark. 
T o day an extended 
trip was made over the ground covered in the 
three days’ battle. 
The monument was dedicated at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon with appropriate ceremonies. 
The exercises were as follows: Prayer, hy 
the Rev Andrew Schriver; address by Gen­ 
eral George II. Sharpe; poem by Carleton, 
read by Lgbert Lew is, ex-President of the 
Regimental Union. 
The monument was re 
ceived on behalf of New-York State by Gen­ 
eral Henry \V. Slocum, of New-York State 
Battlefield Association. 
The exercises were 
closed by a benedictiou by the Rev. B. C. 
Lippincott. 
The 
proceedings were inter­ 
spersed with music and patriotic songs. 
The weather was tine yesterday; light rain 
to-day. 
W il b u r L. H a l e. 
The monument is in the form of a castel­ 
lated tower of Quincy granite, surmounted 
by the diamond badge of the Third Corps, 
containing the name of the Regiment. 
It is 
about 26 feet iu height, and, standing as it 
does, isolated on a portion of Sickles avenue, 
it is one of the most striking and picturesque 
objects on the field. 
Carlton's poem, entitled “ The Men Who 
Held the Line,” was as follows: 
Right brave the clash of cavalry's dash. 
As it sweeps o'er hill and plain. 
While bugles siug and banners fling 
I heir smiles to tbe glorious slain: 
With footsteps solemn the serried column 
May grandly cross the field. 
While red gaps made by the hell's round blade, 
hy heroes are swiftly healed; 
The charge's story is full of glory, 
In history-wreaths to shine. 
But bravest of all, we still must call 
The men who held tbe tine! 
'Tis brave to rush in the onset's flush, 
With pride in tbe praise strewn air, 
And woo the smile of tbe great guns, while 
You capture your rivals there; 
The death-steep blade of the barricade 
To climb, on steps blood-bought, 
And rise to the sight rich colors bright, 
Thar tender hands have wrought; 
'Tis grand to ride on the battle's tide. 
And follow victory's sign; 
Bat bravest of all —to fight or fall —

“ The dam is 22 feet high, 25 feet wide on 
top and 68 feet wide on bottom as constructed 
—and a large quantity of earth has been put 
in on face of dam at different times, which 
would make the width still more—and about. 
1,680 feet long. T he front of dam is construct­ 
ed of selected earth, backed up by a substantial 
wall. 
The bulkhead is of stone masonry. 
The top of the dam is thoroughly paved. W e 
have now 18 feet «.f w ater at the bulkhead, 
which overflows 500 acres of land. 
The av­ 
erage depth of w ater in the reservoir that can 
be drawn out is about seven feet and the av­ 
erage depth of w ater at the dam eight feet. 
The dam is about one mile long and one-halt 
to three-fourths of a mile wide. 
It has w ith­ 
stood the storms and rain of 40 years or more. 
There are no large stream s running in this 
reservoir, it being fed from watershed and 
springs.” 


At a meeting of the officers and Executive

The main feature of the trip was the ride 
through the Stony Clove Notch into the very 
heart of the Catskills, the grandest spur of 
the whole Appalachian range. 
The grade of

Hudson River 2,085 feet. 
I a the Notch the 
defile is sombre indeed. 
On the tight hand 
side the mountain is 3,859 feet high, on the 
left hand side 4.053 feet. 
In the Notch there 
are several caves in which ice can be found 
every month in the year. 
In one cavern tour­ 
ists can snowball one another in the dog days 
of August. 
All seasons of the year were 
seen by newspaper m en, as the special train 
passed through the narrow ist part of the de­ 
file. 
At the bottom of the high precipices 
spring, sl'.owi d itself in the delicate wild 
strawberry blossoms. 
A little further up. 
where 
sunshine 
strikes, the sweet and 
luscious fruit was growing. 
Autumn was 
represented by the magnificent coloring of 
the foliage, winter by the snow and ice in the 
caves.
